Board of Health tables vote on sale of tobacco : 


products from convenience stores to Aug. 21 -

meeting so that they could 
have enough time to digest 
the information.

The AMT is an alternative tax system 
established in 1969 as a separately 


calculated tax running parallel to the regular income tax. 
The general rationale was to ensure that all taxpayers who 
‘had the means to pay tax would in fact do so, even after 
‘taking into account tax deductions that might have otherwise 
eliminated their tax liability. The AMT calculation starts with 
‘taxable income as calculated for regular income tax purposes 
‘as its base and then adds back numerous “preference” items, 
adjustments and alternative timing items to arrive at AMTI. 
The exemption amount, unless phased out at higher AMTI 
levels, is then subtracted and this adjusted amount is then 
‘taxed at 28% (26% if AMTI for 2017 is less than $187,500). If 
“AMT tax is greater than regular income tax the AMT tax 
“amount is payable. In short, the more tax deductions, credits, 
-or exemptions a taxpayer has, the more likely they are to be 


in AMT. 


Prior to 2018, the impact of the AMT was most significant 
“in the case of middle- to high-income taxpayers ($200,000 to 
$500,000) living in states where there was a high income tax 

and high property tax. This impact occurred because state 
‘and local property taxes were deductible for regular income 
‘tax purposes but not for AMT tax purposes.. With the now re- 
*structured SALT deduction limited to $10,000 per taxpayer and 
‘the increased exemption amount/phase out threshold it is 
-likely that this taxpayer class will not be susceptible to AMT 
‘taxation absent unusual circumstances.

of the Middlesex Canal

The greatest engineering 


}- feat in the earliest days of 


the- United States ran right 
through Wilmington. The 
Middlesex Canal created a 
financial boom in Massa- 
chusetts and southern New 
Hampshire. It also served as 
a model for the Erie Canal 
in New. York, which opened 
up'a great westward expan- 
sion.in the early 1800s. 
Prior to the construction of 
the: canal, transportation in 


‘| the, new nation was quite 
. 3}. poor. Towns were connected 
|}: by primitive roads, but mud 


holes and ledge outcroppings 
made travel difficult. Freight 


- would. be carried on wagons, 


but. slowly and carefully. 

In the early 1790s, several 
men, in, Boston, having seen 
canals,in England, organ- 


|. ized.a firm to build a canal 


to the Merrimack River. Its 


_ charter was signed by Gov. 


John Hancock. 
The ‘Middlesex Canal ini- 
tially ran to Medford from 


. the Concord River in North 


Billerica. Construction of the 
canal*started in North Bil- 
lerica; where water from the 
Concord River was used to 
fill the canal. That water 
would flow through the can- 
al, throughout its length. 
Construction proceeded 
southerly through Billerica, 
Wilmington, Woburn and 
Medford. The initial south- 
ern terminus was at the 
Mystic. River. Later con- 
struction took it through 
Charlestown and into Bos- 
ton. Canal Street in Boston 
was once part of the canal. 


It eventually reached the 
waterfront near Haymarket 
Square. 

It opened in 1803 and shut 
down in 1851. The canal was 
put out of business by the 
Boston & Lowell Railroad, 
which could operate year- 
round, unlike the canal. The 
railroad opened in 1835 and 
quickly captured most of the 
canal’s business. 

The canal was best-known 
for carrying cotton to the 
mills on the Merrimack and 
finished cloth back to Bos- 
ton for shipping. Indeed, it 
was the canal that made the 
city of Lowell possible. How- 
ever, it also carried many 
other goods as well as pas- 
sengers. 

For Wilmington farmers, it 
was a means of sending 
hops to market. Spars for 
sailing ships were transport- 
ed from New Hampshire to 
Medford. Chelmsford ee 


ite was shipped to Boston. 
Ironically, during the con- 
struction of the railroad, the 
canal carried the materials 
for the road that would put it 
out of business. 

Remnants of the canal re- 
main in Wilmington. The 
most prominent of these is 
the Shawsheen aqueduct, on 
Shawsheen Avenue at the 
Billerica town line. Massive 
stone abutments and a stone 
pier once held a cradle of 
logs which carried the canal 
crossing of the Shawsheen 
River. 

A portion of the canal may 
be seen alongside Shaw- 
sheen Avenue between Mel- 
ody Lane and Nichols Street. 
Another section is near the 
railroad bridge of Lake 
Street. There is also a sec- 
tion of the canal alongside 
the railroad tracks between 
Lake Street and the Route 
129: bridge. In that section is

another aqueduct, which 
carried the canal over Lub- 
bers Brook. 

At the Route 129 bridge, 
there is a rebuilt section of 
the canal, though it was not 
constructed with any histori- 
cal accuracy. Built about 45 
years ago when the bridge 
was constructed, it is lined 
with stone. The original can- 
al was lined with clay, to hold 
the water in the channel. 

At the old Shawsheen Ave- 
nue bridge, there was a set 
of locks to raise or lower the 
canal boats. The Gillis Locks 
had very deep foundations 
on either side of the canal. 
After the canal closed, the 
last locktender, Daniel Gow- 
ing, used those foundations 
when he moved a portion of 
the Canal House to a new 
site, just north of the ap- 
proach to the bridge. The 
foundations were quite deep, 
and considerable fill had to 
be added to the basement. 
The bridge and the railroad 
were not there at the time of 
the canal. 


In the House and Senate

BOSTON — Legislation in- 


_ténded to enhance humane 


treatment of animals, and 
punish ‘those who engage in 
animal cruelty, has received 
final legislative support fol- 
lowing approval by the 
House and Senate on Senate 
Bill 2646, Protecting Animal 
Welfare and Safety. 

The legislation furthers 
anti-abuse measures first 
secured in the 2014 Protec- 
ting Animal Welfare and 
Safety bill. Senate Minority 
Leader Bruce Tarr (R-Glou- 
cester) led lawmakers to ad- 
opt the bill, also known as 
the PAWS Act, following the 
discovery of extreme abuse 
and:crtelty in the case of a 
dog ‘that was stabbed, burn- 
ed, cut and had bones bro- 
ken. The “Puppy Doe” case 
led to the arrest and convic- 
tion of Radoslaw Czerkawski 
who was recently convicted 
of 12 counts of animal cruel- 
ty and sentenced to 8 to 10 
years in prison. 

“PAWS II builds on the 
foundations ‘of our original 
law and ensures that abuse is 
reported and enforced, and 
that our animal control laws 
reflect the seriousness of ani- 
mal, abuse,” said Sen. Tarr. 
“Puppy Doe inspired me and 


» many others to take strong 


legislative action to increase 


‘:/'. protections for animals and 


prevent animal cruelty and 
neglect. Animals deserve hu- 
mane treatment and protec- 
tions from those who would 
abuse them.” 

"This long-overdue legisla- 
tion is. one of the most im- 
portant steps Massachusetts 
has taken in years to sys- 
tematically protect pets and 
wild animals against abuse, 
cruelty, and mistreatment,” 
said Senate President Karen 
E. Spilka (D-Ashland). “As a 
longtime advocate for the 
rights of animals and those 


safety adopted 


who own them responsibly, 
I’m proud and relieved to 
see this language written 
into law.” 

“Our commitment towards 
ending the cruel and inhu- 
mane treatment of innocent 
animals is steadfast, and 
today we have taken signifi- 
cant action to protect their 
safety and welfare,” said Sen- 
ate Rules Committee Chair- 
man Mark Montigny (D- New 
Bedford), a longtime champi- 
on of animal welfare legisla- 
tion. “There is zero tolerance 
for such despicable brutality 
and today’s action by the Sen- 
ate sends a clear message.” 

“This legislation furthers 
the Commonwealth’s com- 
mitment to protecting the 
health, safety and well-being 
of animals,” said State Sena- 
tor Adam G. Hinds (D- Pitts- 
field). “Acts of animal cruel- 
ty will not be tolerated and 
those who commit these ter- 
rible actions should be on 
notice that such abuse is 
punishable by law.” 

Tarr said that in addition to 
lessening animal cruelty 
there could be a correspon- 
ding reduction of crimes 
against people citing a Mas- 
sachusetts study which found 
that a person who has com- 
mitted animal abuse is five 
times more likely to commit 
violence against people. 

Key provisions of the ani- 
mal welfare bill, Senate Bill 
2646, an act to Protect Ani- 
mal Welfare and Safety in 
Cities and Towns, include 
those which: 

¢ Expand potential for ab- 
use reports — Permits ani- 
mal abuse be reported by 
Department of Children and 
Families, the Department of 
Elder Affairs, and Disabled 
Persons Protection Commis- 
sion. Adds animal control of- 
ficers as mandatory repor- 
ters of child abuse, elder ab- 


use, and abuse against dis- 
abled persons 

¢ Ensure efficient enforce- 
ment of animal control laws 
— Increases fines for viola- 
tions of dog control laws up 
to $500 for a fourth offence. 

¢ Double the hit and run 
penalty for an accident in- 
volving dogs & cats — From 
$50 to $100 for a first offence 
— $500 for subsequent offen- 
ces and the cost of medical 
expenses, and or imprison- 
ment in a house of correc- 
tion for not more than 6 
months 

¢ Prohibit the drowning of 
animals — Declares that 
drowning of animals is a vio- 
lation of law for non-licensed 
trappers or those registered 
with Fish and Wildlife 

° Prohibit engaging in sex- 
ual contact with an animal 

¢ Remove automatic killing 


of animals involved in ani- 


mal fighting — Removes a 
requirement to automatical- 
ly kill animals involved in 
animal fighting.

¢ Add animal crimes to the

¢ Examine options to prohib- 
it discrimination against spe- 
cific dog breeds — Requires 
insurance companies to col- 
lect and report data of dog 
related incidents 

¢ Require abandoned ani- 
mal checks in vacant proper- 
ties — Property owners and 
landlords must check prop- 
erty for abandoned animals 
within three days following a 
foreclosure or termination 
of tenancy 

Senators gave initial appro- 
val of the bill unanimously 
in March. The House and 
Senate have enacted the bill 
which now moves to Gover- 
nor Baker for his signature.

Adjacent to old Shawsheen 
Avenue, to its south, is the 
old Canal House which 
served as an overnight stop- 
ping point for people travel- 
ing on the canal. Additional 
remnants of the locks re- 
main, though buried, on the 
property. 

The course of the canal pro- 
ceeded south to another 
aqueduct at Mill Brook, and 
then to Burlington Avenue. 
South of that point, there was 
a turning pond, where boats 
could pass one another. 

South of Butters Row is a 
long section of the canal 
leading to the Maple Mea- 
dow aqueduct. This field- 
stone structure, much less 
imposing than the one at the 
Shawsheen, was rebuilt in 


the 1930s as a WPA project. 
(Works Progress Adminis- 
tration) 

That aqueduct may also 
be seen from the Town Park, 
though other traces of the 
canal have been destroyed. 
There were marks worn into 
a ledge by tow ropes where 
the canal had an “ox bow” 
turn. The canal boats were 
drawn by horses on foot- 
paths on either side of the 
canal. 

The entire length of the 
canal is listed in the Na- 
tional Historic Register. 

The Middlesex Canal Asso- 
ciation has a museum in 
North Billerica in the old 
Faulkner Mill. It is open 
weekends from noon to 4 
p.m.

Well, the budget is fin- 
ished after a midnight close 
last week but let us take a 
look at what this looks like 
for education. Yes, Gover- 
nor Charles Baker came to 
the front of the crowd to 
provide funding for security 
and education, which really 
is great, but in terms of 
funding to bring the per- 
student cost of education 
down, it got lost somewhere 
between the Senate and 
House under the golden 
dome. 


The problem 


When the Holmes School 
in Malden in 1993 was pac- 
ked with government offi- 
cials from the state level to 
see Governor William Weld 
sign the Education Reform 
Act, the feelings were so 
positive and upbeat that 
joy “filled the land” as they 
say. All looked so good as 
everything seemed so fi- 
nancially set but Massa- 
chusetts skepticism filled 
the air as well, but hope 
predominated. 


All went well until the 
costs that the state had 
signed off to fund began to 
fall off in the amount ap- 
propriated for local dis- 
tricts to receive, as state 
mandates escalated. 

For urban areas and 
gateway cities, the fiscal 
situation became next to, 
if not, impossible while all 
districts faced falling fund- 
ing for education except 
those districts that local 
officials transferred fund- 
ing away from other de- 
partments to move to- 
wards the schools. 

While all this was hap- 
pening, problems in our 
communities increased in 
percentage to larger and 
larger numbers with more 
serious problems emerging 
in our school districts and 
communities.

ockport is an idyllic seaside 

community, swelling with tou- 

rists in the summer months, 

“@& sharing a view of the ocean 

while not compromising its charm to 

areades or giant hotel chains. Rock- 

port-is an intentional visit, an end of 
the-line destination. 

The small Cape Ann town is not really 
onthe way to anywhere, so visitors 
come with the plan to park and walk 
and explore. For those lucky enough to 
live nearby and visit in multiple sea- 
sons, Rockport is a place which offers 
not only its coast as an attraction but 
has. interior sights which are both his- 
torical and spectacular. 

Rockport derives its name from the 
granite industry which thrived there 
during the early 1800s. Giant blocks of 
granite were harvested from, the earth 
and;sent via rail and ocean vessel. 
AGeérding to the Cape Ann Museum, 
the fort on Georges Island in Boston 
was one of the first places built with 
Rockport granite, though the massive 
blocks were sent up and down, the 
Eastern seaboard for all types of con- 
struetion applications. 

The quarried granite was particularly 
useful as paving blocks, and the quar- 
ries produced blocks to the specifica- 
tions: of a host of cities who used them 
os Washington, Philadelphia and Bos-

ton. The museum, which is in nearby 
Gloucester, has a short film about the 
role of the quarries in developing the 
region, and shows that fishing was not 
the only lucrative industry in its day. 

While the conversion to concrete as a 
building material signaled the end of 
the granite era in Rockport, vestiges of 
the once thriving industry are still evi- 
dent all over Cape Ann. Halibut Point 
State Park is a sparkling place to view 
an old quarry and see the massive 
tumbles of granite blocks right out to 
the sea. 

Interpretive signs and a nice bro- 
chure provide a self-guided walking 
tour of the site and highlight features 
such as the giant steel staples known 
as "dead men” used to hoist the blocks 
up from the quarry floor. The visitor 
center is currently under renovation, 
but there are simple restroom facilities 
available and the park is a glorious 
place to wander and picnic. The ocean 
views -are-unobstructed as you watch 
sea kayakers, shore birds and boats out 
on the water. 

The Essex County Greenbelt has sev- 
eral sites around Cape Ann which are 
public lands open for exploration. The 
abandoned quarries offer tranquil set- 
tings for walking and picnicking and 
are part of a larger network of hiking 
trails. The Gabriel and Selma Kleimola 
Reservation has three quarries with 
trails which are beautiful to see. 

These hundred foot pits are filled now 
with rain and spring water and teem 
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with lilies and wildlife. Maps are easily 
downloaded from the ECGA website, 
and the. marked trails connect to 
Gloucester’s storied Dogtown, an area 
to be covered in a future article. Those 
who are active in geocaching or letter- 
boxing will find the reservation a 
peaceful and easy meander. 

The Windhover Arts group in Rock- 
port presents free dance performances 
at several quarries in Rockport and 
Lanesville including Little Parker, Flat 
Ledge, Canney’s Pit and Halibut Point. 
The goal of the arts group is to incor- 
porate dance with the beauty of the 
quarries. Music accompanies the per- 
formances and shuttle service is avail- 
able to the sites. 

Not to be missed is the amazing Stone 
Bridge. Built in 1872, the magnificent 
byway arches over what was once a 
railroad track carrying blocks from 
Flat Ledge quarry to Granite Pier. The 
blocks were then hoisted by giant steel 
derricks onto ships that would trans- 
port the blocks to markets on the coast. 

If you stand under the bridge and 
clap you get a cool acoustic effect. 
There are walking trails all over the 
area which wind around the quarries, 
one of which is used as a source for the 
town’s drinking water. Explore Rock- 
port from a different vantage point and 
appreciate the beauty these scars in 
the earth have become.

Your Own since 1988. Owned 
and run by Ellen and Mark 
Parlee, almost 70 percent of 
the 93 acre Tyngsboro Pick 
Your Own farm is preserved 
under the Massachusetts Ag- 
ricultural Preservation Re- 
striction Program, which 
means the land will always 
be used for farming, and 
cannot be developed. This 
allows them to offer a wide 
range of crops from mid- 
June to late October. 

Parlee Farm offers 15 vari- 
eties of freestone peaches, 
all sold by the peck box (10- 
12 lbs) for $28. This price 
includes admission to the 
orchard for up to four peo- 
ple. Additional people can be 
added for an extra cost of $6. 

Harvest. runs from early 
August until mid September. 

“Looks like it’s going to be 
a good season,” said Ellen 
Parlee, one the owners of 
Parlee Farms. “We made it 
through the winter OK, 
which we don’t always do, 


Also available at Parlee 
during this harvest season 
are three varieties of nectar- 
ines and eight varieties of 
plums. Blueberries are avail- 
able for picking now through 
mid-August. They also offer 
over 20 varieties of apples 
starting in late August until 
late October. 

Not up for picking your own 
fruit, but you still want that 
tree ripened flavor? Try Par- 
lee’s Farmstand and Country 
Kitchen. The Farmstand of- 


and of course, fresh picked 
peaches and seasonal fruits. 

Mary’s Country Kitchen, 
also located on Parlee Farm, 
offers farm made bakery 
treats, ice cream, coffee, and 
frozen strawberry lemonade. 
There is also Annie’s Animal 
Barn, featuring friendly 
goats, sheep, chickens, and 
bunnies to delight young and 
old alike. 

Farmstand hours are Tues- 
day through Saturday, 8 a.m. 
- 4:30 p.m., Sunday 8 a.m. - 1 
p.m., and closed Monday. 


Fresh picked blueberries 
and peaches are usually! not 
available at the Farmstand 
until after 10 a.m. Picking 
hours and conditions chatige 
daily, so check their website, 
parleefarms.com, or find thém 
on Facebook before you head 
out to the orchard for picling.

Many support tobacco regulations 
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effects of vaping. 

After Cole finished, D.J. 
Wilson offered a list of cities 
and towns with similar e-cig- 
arette bans in Massachu- 
setts that he and Newhouse 
considered in making their 
updates to the proposed reg- 
ulation. This way, Newhouse 
said, the regulation would be 
consistent with other towns 
in Massachusetts in vocabu- 
lary and definitions. 

He mentioned that this reg- 
ulation would incorporate the 
five-year-old regulation from 
the Attorney General while 
also. bringing business to the 
tobacco retailer in town once 
convenience stores could no 
longer sell these products. 

For this specific regula- 
tion; he says that there are 
19 towns that have approved 
but only three towns actual- 
ly ‘enforcing the rule. He 
shared an anecdote from the 
City of Malden’s failed at- 
tempt to use a city ordi- 
nance to keep minors from 
using these products, which 
was quickly stopped when it 
created an obstacle between 
youth and the police. 

While he believes that the 
FDA will create a health 
warning on these products, 
he’s not confident that it will 
make an impact, and that’s 
because of the current con- 
dition of health warnings on 
cigarettes in Massachusetts. 

Wilmington resident Keith 
Hirst also saw the necessity 
of a town regulation where 
the FDA falls short. 

“The FDA refuses to over- 


see manufacturing,” the reg- 
istered respiratory therapist 
told the board. 

He included that tradition- 
al cigarettes have lower con- 
centrations of nicotine than 
the average flavored tobacco 
product, which has no regu- 
lation whatsoever. His pres- 
entation contained a study of 
147 e-liquids that determined 
that 97.9 percent of the bot- 
tles had a health warning, 
with only 26 percent men- 
tioning that the product con- 
tained nicotine and zero per- 
cent stating that nicotine 
was addictive. 

Finally, Wilmington’s Di- 
rector of Nursing Services, 
Doreen Crowe, spoke on be- 
half of the Superintendent of 
Schools in full support of the 
regulation. She brought up a 
statement of the FDA that 
said that these tobacco prod- 
ucts lead to long-term addic- 
tion. 

There’s also concern for 
the harm that the chemicals 
in the e-liquids and those 
produced by the vapor can 
make on a developing brain. 
Crowe shared that e-ciga- 
rettes are the most common 
tobacco product among 
youth and that their use 
makes young people 64 per- 
cent more likely to start 
smoking. 

Board of Health member 
Elizabeth Sabounjian read 
the written comment from 
Wilmington Police Depart- 
ment’s Samantha Reed, 
which mentioned a survey 
done in 2017 at WHS that 
found that 28.4 percent of 
students had used a tobacco

product within the last 30 
days. The statement com- 
prised Reed’s full support of 
the restriction. 

Newhouse finished with the 
letter from the Attorney Gen- 
eral, reading how important 
it is to reduce tobacco and 
nicotine use in minors. 

With two weeks to review 
the information they have 
received and any extra corre- 
spondence from the presen- 
ters via email, the board will 
make their vote on the regu- 
lation at their next meeting, 
on Tuesday, Aug. 21.
